AMBITIOUS £40m 
PLAN FOR ISLAND 
FARM UNVEILED 


A £40m develop¬ 
ment planned for 
the Island Farm 
area of Bridgend 
has been lodged 
with planners. 

Bridgend Town 
Council and adjoining 
Merthyr Mawr 

Community Council, are 
both being consulted by 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC), as the plan 
extends over both coun¬ 
cil areas. 

The plan, which is the 
latest in a series of pro¬ 
posals for the Island 
Farm submitted over the 
years, is being put for¬ 
ward by Bridgend firm 
HD Ltd. 

The scheme includes 
sports and leisure facili¬ 
ties, an extension to the 
Bridgend Science Park, a 
heritage centre based 
around Hut 9 from the 
old prisoner of war camp, 
and also a wildlife park 
and landscaped parkland. 

The extension to the 
science park will see the 
provision of low-density, 
high-tech offices. 

The developers say in 
their application that 
their intention is to bring 
together a number of 
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major and popular sport¬ 
ing activities, to create a 
first class facility for the 
use of local people, but 
which can also attract 
major regional and inter¬ 
national sporting events. 

They add: “This will 
provide a major opportu¬ 
nity to raise the profile of 
Bridgend town and bor¬ 
ough as a regional centre 
which in turn will pro¬ 
vide social and economic 
benefit to the area.” 

The sports facilities 
will cater for rugby 
league, rugby union, 
football, tennis and box¬ 
ing. 

The plans include a 
15,000 seater community 
stadium which will 
incorporate the following 
facilities: 

• Administration 
offices for the use of 
Bridgend Ravens and 
others 

• A gymnasium 

• Amateur boxing 
facilities for the use of 
Bridgend Boxing Club 

• A sports clinic 

• Changing areas, 
conference rooms, corpo¬ 
rate hospitality suites, 
restaurants and bars. 


A country wildlife 
park extending to 25 
acres will be created on 
the west side of the site, 
providing a natural habi¬ 
tat for wildlife including 
dormice and bats. 

There will be wood¬ 
land trails and walks, 
plus a visitor centre and 
cafe with picnic area. 

A pedestrian and cycle 
underpass will link the 
site with Newbridge 
Fields and the town. 

A car park capable of 
taking 1,250 cars will be 
provided, which could be 
used for a park and ride 
facility for the town cen¬ 
tre and local retail parks. 

The heritage centre 
and museum will be 
located in the grounds of 
Hut 9 - which is a Grade 
2 listed building and the 
last remnant of the old 
World War Two prisoner 
of war camp. 

Hut 9 will be restored 
and a museum will be 
provided to outline the 
history of the camp and 
the contribution made by 
the area to the war effort. 

There will also be an 
information centre and 
cafe. 


The science park 
extension will be linked 
to the existing park. 

An indoor tennis cen¬ 
tre will also be provided 
up to LTA standards, and 
there will also be outdoor 
tennis facilities. 

Bridgend Town 
Football Club will have a 
2,000 seat stadium with 
ancillary training pitches, 
and Bridgend Ravens 
rugby club will have a 
5,000 seater rugby union 
stadium. 

Training facilities will 
be provided, including an 
all year round indoor 
multi-sports facility 
which they will share. 

The company is seek¬ 
ing outline planning con¬ 
sent for the mixed use 
development. Full details 
about access and other 
issues will be available 
when the full application 
is submitted. 

This will happen when 
each building has been 
fully designed. 

The main access will 
be from the A48, 
although a second access 
via the Science Park may 
be used for major events 
to improve traffic flow.

‘Beware these scams’ 
council warns residents 


RESIDENTS in 
Bridgend county 
borough are being 
warned about two 
scams involving 
unlicensed charity 
clothing collections 
and bogus offers of 
a council tax 
refund. 

A council spokesman 
said that one scam 
involves companies leav¬ 
ing bags at local homes, 
in which unwanted 
clothing can be placed 
out for collection. 

Any genuine charity 
doing this would have 


been vetted by the coun¬ 
cil and granted a house- 
to-house collection 
licence, which means 
they would have to 
account for all money 
they raise and donate. 

However, a small 
number of companies 
were trying to avoid this 
process, and there was 
no way to check how 
much money actually 
goes to charity. 

Deputy Leader David 
Sage said: “This is dam¬ 
aging the reputation of 
genuine charities and 
companies who raise 
money for local and 
national good causes.

The second scam has 
been reported by a num¬ 
ber of other local author¬ 
ities. It involves fraud¬ 
sters telephoning people 
and telling them that 
they are eligible for a 
council tax refund before 
asking for private bank 
account details. 

The fraudsters, who 
claim to be from the 
local council, but are 
believed to be calling 
from abroad, then use 
the details to raid bank

“A genuine telephone 
call from Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
will not ask you to pass 
on your private bank 
account details over the 
phone,” Coun Sage 
added:

TWO bright sparks are among 150 young¬ 
sters beginning an apprenticeship with 
local power firm SWALEC. 

Matthew Pugh of Pontyclun, and Gareth Downs 
of Bridgend (both 18) were shortlisted from 4,500 
applicants to join an apprentice training programme 
run by SWALEC’s parent company Scottish and 
Southern Energy (SSE). 

To complete their apprenticeship, which usually 
takes between three-four years, the pair will combine 
hands-on practical work experience with theoretical 
study for a range of professional qualifications at 
their local college. These will include City and 
Guilds Technical certificates and NVQs.

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THE DEFENCE COLLEGE PLAN IS 
RUBBER STAMPED BY VALE COUNCIL 


I N the end, the Defence Technical 
College (DTC) at MoD St Athan was 
not so much debated, as rubber 
stamped at last week’s meeting of the Vale 
Council planning committee. 

Given the fact that it was, by general agreement, 
the biggest and most complex application to ever 
appear before the council, the average observer would 
have been surprised at how few councillors had any¬ 
thing to say about it. 

Not that the members of the press were complain¬ 
ing, you understand. With a DTC apphcation running 
to 240-odd pages, and an Aerospace Business Park 
(ABP) application mnning to 160, a line-by-line 
debate could have lasted two days. 

Nevertheless, I have heard planning committees get 
more excited by a debate over a loft extension. 

So who did speak? First was Coun Gwyn John 
from Llantwit Major, who said that he was speaking 
on behalf of Llantwit Major Town Council and other 
community councils in the area. 

He began by saying that all the local residents he 
had spoken to were totally in favour of the DTC plans 
“inside the wire”. 

The problems, he explained, concerned the plans 
that will take the DTC outside the existing boundaries 
of MoD St Athan. 

He outlined these problems to the planning com¬ 
mittee, and many will be familiar to GEM readers, as 
they have been highhghted in this newspaper in recent 
weeks. 

Coun John said that the Northern Access Road 
(NAR) has attracted considerable opposition, as it wiU 
take road traffic close to areas that, at the moment, are 
quiet and peaceful. 

He was particularly upset on behalf of M ill ands 
Park residents, saying that many were elderly and had 
retired there for a quiet life. Residents in Llanmaes 
and Monmouth Way would also be affected. 

He insisted that the NAR was in contravention of 
the Vale Council’s own UDP, and said that noise from 
the new road would be “unbearable”. 

He argued that the NAR was not essential for the 
DTC and ABP, and urged the council to drop this 
aspect of the plan. 

He was also concerned that the firing range would 
be too close to existing homes, and that a Field

Training Area (ETA) where soldiers would train to 
cope with ambushes, was also far too close. 

His other main objection was to the number of 
Service Family Accommodation (SEA) units that are 
to be built ‘outside the wire’. He told the committee: 
“This has come about because the original plan was to 
put these homes on the golf course at RAF St Athan. 

“I am glad that the golf club has been saved, but 
there was no need to respond by putting houses out¬ 
side the wire.” 

Coun John was not a member of the committee, 
but he found support from a councillor who is, the 
leader of Plaid Cymm on the Vale Council, Coun Nic 
Hodges. 

Now, no one could accuse Coun Hodges of being a 
flag-waver for the DTC. 

Some months ago, he claimed that the DTC would 
lead to Llantwit Major being overrun with “drunken 
squaddies”. 

He pointed to the same objections as Coun John, 
the NAR, the SEA and the firing ranges. 

He said: “There was a high level of support for this 
project, which swayed the bid in its favour, but local 
support since then has been haemorrhaging.” 

He had his own solution for the problem of the fir¬ 
ing ranges, pointing out that Wales already had similar 
facilities in Sennybridge and in west Wales. 

He said: “Let us just put them all in a bus and 
drive them out to an existing range.” 

His Plaid colleague Val Hartrey also expressed 
reservations, saying that the ‘Valleywood’ scheme had 
dwindled away to just housing, with the promised 
film studios now lying empty. 

However, when it came to the vote on the DTC, 
Coun Hodges found that his Plaid colleagues were not 
following their leader - and he was the only one to 
vote against. 

When it came to the Aerospace Business Park vote, 
that was passed unanimously. 

Coun Eric Hacker and Coun .John Clifford, both 
from Llantwit Major, also expressed concern about 
the effect on their constituents, but there were no 
other contributions. 

So what swayed the rest of the planning commit¬ 
tee? 


It could only be the contribution of Rob Thomas, 
the Vale Council’s head of planning and transporta¬ 
tion. 

Mr Thomas went through the two reports, high- 
hghting the areas where there was disagreement, and 
said that, as a result, the council had put more than 
60 conditions on the development - all designed to 


protect local residents. 

There was much talk of decibel readings, and pro¬ 
tective bunds, and sound reduction measures, and 
action to prevent light pollution.

‘Keep your dogs under 
control’ - plea by farmer 
after his steer is attacked 


A LLANTWIT 
MAJOR farmer is 
calling for dog 
owners to keep 
their pets under 
control - after one 
of his cattle had 
part of its tongue 
bitten off! 

Gareth Lucas, who 
has a beef herd which 
grazes near the coastal 
path, made the shock 
discovery last Thursday 
(September 24). 

The steer had lost a 
section of its tongue, at 
least two inches in 
length, and Mr Lucas 
told The GEM: 

“I can think of no 
alternative explanation, 
and neither could the 
vet who came to exam¬ 
ine the steer.” 

He said: “I have no 
problem with people 
walking in the area and

“However, if they 


cannot control then- 
dog, it must be kept on 
a lead. A number of 
walkers have told me 
about dog owners who 
frequently let their ani¬ 
mals chase my cattle. 

“I hope that someone 
will come forward and 
identify them.” 

He told The GEM 
that at first, he was 
worried that the injury 
would stop the steer 
eating, and that it might 
have to be put down. 

However, it is able 
to get some nourish¬ 
ment by chewing on 
long grass, using its 
lips, but it still cannot 
cope with short grass or 
any special cattle feed. 

Mr Lucas said: “I 
know that it is only a 
tiny minority who act 
in this way, but this 
incident has caused the 
steer an enormous 
amount of distress.”

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OWNERSHIP IN QUESTION 

Who owns the 
Pricetown clock? 


THE ownership of 
a valley landmark 
is being investigat¬ 
ed. 

The clock at 
Pricetown Square is 
badly in need of repair 
and refurbishment. It has 
stood on the roundabout 
in the village since it 
was provided by the old 
Miners’ Welfare organi¬ 
sation, using funds from 
the Medical Aid Society. 

The advent of the 
National Health Service 
in 1948 meant that the 
miners no longer needed 
to pay for the doctors 
and hospitals in the val¬ 
ley. 

Ogmore Valley 
Community Council 
recently staged a public 
consultation on what 
should happen to the 
clock, which has now 
become a focal point for 
young trouble-makers in 
the area. 

Youngsters sit on the 
steps around the clock, 
which has four faces, 
drinking and creating a 
noise and nuisance for 
local residents. 

At a special meeting 
of the council to discuss 
the future of the clock, 
members heard that the 
majority of residents 
wanted to see it remain 
in situ, rather than have 
it removed or relocated. 


Mr Huw Daniel of the 
Ogmore Valley History 
and Heritage Society 
said that they would like 
to see the clock regener¬ 
ated. He said that fund¬ 
ing would be available 
to pay for the work. 

Police reported that 
there had been a consid¬ 
erable incidence of anti 
social behaviour in the 
area and they have 
called for a CCTV cam¬ 
era to be placed at the 
square to reduce prob¬ 
lems there. 

The community coun¬ 
cil has come up with 
some suggestions to 
reduce the problems, 
which include removing 
the steps around the 
clock which the young¬ 
sters sit on. 

The council is also to 
consult with the young 
people of the area via 
the school and the 
Nantymoel Boys and 
Girls Club, to see if they 
will get involved in a 
project to regenerate the 
square. 

It has also been 
agreed that the commu¬ 
nity council and the his¬ 
torical society will work 
as partners in this proj¬ 
ect. 

Clerk Louvain Lake 
told The GEM that at the 
moment, nothing is hap¬ 
pening because the own¬ 
ership of the clock is 


being established. 

She said: “Our under¬ 
standing was that the 
clock was handed over 
to the old Ogmore and 
Garw UDC and from 
there it would have 
passed to Ogwr and now 
Bridgend Councty 
Borough Council.” 

But she said that 
BCBC was denying that 
it owned the clock. 

She said: “This clock 
has not worked for years 
and one of the faces is 
missing completely. We 
have the funding to 
repair it - all we need is 
permission from the 
owners to do the work.” 

She said that they 
were hoping that the 
mobile CCTV camera 
would also come up to 
the valley, but a bid has 
to be submitted for this 
by police. 

“Unfortunately, peo¬ 
ple have stopped com¬ 
plaining to police about 
vandalism and the other 
problems, so our crime 
numbers seem low. I 
would urge people to 
report incidents to back 
up the police who are 
trying to get this camera. 

“At the moment, it is 
going elsewhere where 
crime numbers are high¬ 
er.”

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51 empty shops 
in Bridgend - 
survey notes 


THERE are 51 
empty shops in 
Bridgend town cen¬ 
tre - according to a 
survey carried out 
this month. 

The information was 
given to Bridgend Town 
Council by leader David 
Unwin, who said that 
this total was two up on 
the 49 empty premises 
counted in March. 

The largest number of 
empty shops are in 
Nolton Street with ten - 
one down from March. 

There are eight empty 
shops in both Wyndham 
Street and Market Street 
and five each in the 
Rhiw Centre and 
Derwen Road. 

Dunraven Place and 
the Brackla Street Centre 
both have four and there 
are three each in Adare 
Street and Caroline 


Street - both down from 
the position in March. 

The empty shops rep¬ 
resent 11.5 per cent of 
the shop units available. 

Members felt that the 
figure compared well 
with what was happen¬ 
ing to other towns and 
nationally. Bridgend 
seemed to be less badly 
affected than other 
towns by the recession. 

But there was concern 
that the night time econ¬ 
omy in the town has 
been badly hit with news 
of premises closing or 
reduced opening hours. 

Restaurateurs and oth¬ 
ers in the night time 
economy have asked 
BCBC to lift the ban on 
traffic entering the town 
centre after 6pm, so that 
patrons can be brought 
in and taken out by taxis 
after a night out but this 
has been rejected by the 
council. 


Planning committee 
has let down 
the local residents 


H aving 

attended the 
Defence 

Training College 
(DTC) and 
Aerospace Business 
Park (ABP) meet¬ 
ing last week, I am 
absolutely disgusted 
with the manner in 
which the Vale’s 
planning committee 
totally disregarded 
more than 2,000 
petition signatures, 
some 140 individual 
letters of objections 
and major concerns 
expressed by a 
number of 
Assembly 
Members. 

The committee voted 
overwhelmingly in 
favour of both schemes, 
despite being fully aware 
of major concerns 
regarding the Northern 
Access Road (and the 
suitability of the existing 
roads which will serve 
it), the use of greenfield 
sites for housing, the fir¬ 
ing range and field train¬ 
ing areas, etc. 

It was left to Couns 
Gwyn John and Nic 
Hodges to voice the con¬ 
cerns of St Athan and 


Llantwit residents. 

Unfortunately, the 
chairman of the planning 
committee, Jeffrey 
James, made it perfectly 
clear to the entire com¬ 
mittee, that they should 
favour both schemes and 
this was reflected in 
their vote. His summing 
up couldn’t have been 
more biased if Metrix 
had written it for him! 

Funding for the DTC 
will not be decided until 
after the next General 
Election, so there was no 
need to rush this through 
planning. 

The planning depart¬ 
ment could easily have 
taken the public’s objec¬ 
tions on board, recom¬ 
mended amendments 
and then considered a re¬ 
application. 

Instead, they 
approved the scheme as 
a whole, which is 
designed totally for the 
convenience of the 
developer and with no 
thought for the impacts 
on local communities. 

The £ signs before 
their eyes affected their 
judgement as they 
sought to make a nest 
for a golden goose 
which has yet to prove 
fertile.

TONDU BLAZE: 
ALL PUPILS 
BACK IN SCHOOL 


ALL pupils have now returned 
to their classes following the 
recent fire at Archbishop 
McGrath Catholic 

Comprehensive School in 
Tondu, a spokesman for 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council reported this week. 

The children returned in two phases 
with Years 11, 12 and 13 starting on 
September 21, and Years 7, 8, 9 and 10 
on September 22. Damaged areas at 
the school have been secured and the 
rest of the premises were thoroughly 
cleaned before pupils returned to 
school. 

“The parts of the building that can¬ 
not be reinstated are set to be demol¬ 
ished, and mobile classrooms will be 
brought in once this has taken place,” 
he said.. 

“Arrangements are being made for 
pupils to use alternative PE and design 
and technology facilities until suffi¬ 
cient accommodation is available 
again on the Archbishop McGrath 
site”. 

Bridgend County Borough Council, 
the Archdiocese of Cardiff, the head¬ 
teacher, staff and the school governing 
body would continue to work closely, 
to ensure normal routines are followed 


as far as possible. 

Coun Alana Davies, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children and young people, 
said: “The council, the schools and 
people in the wider community are all 
continuing to work closely together to 
ensure that the children’s education 
can continue with a minimum of dis¬ 
ruption.” 

Acting headteacher, Philip 
Manghan, said: “The governing body 
and teachers at Archbishop McGrath 
Catholic Comprehensive School 
appreciate the excellent levels of coop¬ 
eration and service that have been pro¬ 
vided by Bridgend County Borough 
Council, Ynysawdre Comprehensive 
School and Gyfun Gymraeg 
Llangynwyd. 

“The refurbishment of two new 
design and technology rooms has 
begun and plans have been made to 
accommodate classes in the school and 
other venues close by. We will be issu¬ 
ing parents with regular updates to 
keep them informed of progress.” 

Pupils and parents are advised to 
continue to check local media includ¬ 
ing Bridge FM and BBC Wales, and to 
visit www.bridgend.gov.uk for further 
updates. 

Meanwhile investigations into the 
cause of the fire continue. 


Newly-Iaid paving slabs 
are already ‘filthy’ 


NEWLY-LAID 
pavements in 
Bridgend, put in as 
part of the multi¬ 
million pound town 
centre regeneration, 
are already badly 
stained less than a 
year after comple¬ 
tion of the work. 

Coun David Unwin 
told Bridgend Town 
Council that the state of 
the new paving slabs 
was “disgusting” and 
there had been a distinct 
lack of either power¬ 
washing or gum-busting 
in the town centre. 

The council’s regener¬ 
ation sub-committee had 
been told that a new 
sweeping and scrubbing 
machine recently 
acquired by BCBC will 
not remove pavement 


stains, as originally 
expected. 

Members felt that the 
money spent on provid¬ 
ing the new paving 
stones will be wasted 
unless the council acts to 
remove the staining. 

Coun Unwin said that 
contradictory informa¬ 
tion was being given to 
the town council. 

“First of all, we were 
told in a letter that this 
machine cannot scrub 
but we are now being 
told that it can scrub. We 
need to have a definite 
answer as to whether or 
not it can scrub the 
pavements. 

“In every single street 
in Bridgend, the pave¬ 
ments show signs of 
very bad staining and it 
is dirt that will not wash 
away. 

“They will look 


dreadful until they are 
cleaned. The staining has 
overtaken the gum bust¬ 
ing as the main prob¬ 
lem.” 

Coun Margaret 
Bertorelli said that since 
the smoking ban, there 
were far more cigarette 
ends discarded outside 
pubs and many of these 
get down into the cracks 
between paving slabs 
and no amount of 
sweeping will get them 
out. 

The Town Council is 
to press the borough fur¬ 
ther on the issue of 
stained and dirty pave¬ 
ments and it may also 
reconsider its decision to 
withdraw funding for 
street cleaning when the 
new budget comes up 
for discussion.

Calafate, Argentina and, 
for the homesick, the 
Welsh community in 
Patagonia.

Landmark scheme 
will preserve 
Cowbridge’s 
historic town walls

C owbridge’s 
historic town 
walls, first 
built in the 12th 
century, are to be 
repaired and 
restored under a 
creative scheme 
devised by the 
town’s Charter 
Trust which is like¬ 
ly to get under way 
within weeks. 

Under the project, 
funded by the Vale 
Council, the walls will 
be re-pointed, repaired 
and in some circum¬ 
stances reconstructed to 
make them safe and 
weather-proof. 

Charter Trust chair¬ 
man, Luke Millar said: 
“This is easily the most 
important scheme that 
the Trust has taken on 
since it was formed eight 
years ago. The walls 
were in imminent danger 
of collapse, as they 
already have in one 
small portion. 

“Indeed, they might 
have been lost entirely 
had we not had the 
invaluable support of our 
consultant civil engineer, 
Peter Jones, together 
with that of the Vale 
Council and our own 
walls sub-group, who 
have worked over three 
years to prepare the 
structures for this impor¬ 
tant launch decision.” 

Mr Jones, who out¬ 
lined the proposed 
scheme to Trust mem¬ 
bers at Cowbridge Town 
Hall last Thursday said 
that the project was like¬ 
ly to take five-seven 
months to complete, 
dependent on the weath¬ 
er. 

He said that bids for 
the contract had been 
received from four expe¬ 


rienced local contractors, 
all of them professionals 
in the construction of 
stonework and the use of 
lime mortar. 

Mr Jones observed: “It 
is comforting to know 
that such skilled people 
are available to complete 
work like this. All four 
have been most thorough 
in their proposals and we 
expect to award the con¬ 
tract very shortly. 

“I see it as a triumph 
for Cowbridge, acknowl¬ 
edging the vital part that 
the town has played in 
the history and develop¬ 
ment of south Wales. 
Everyone who takes 
pride in the town should 
have reason to celebrate 
this scheme.” 

Cowbridge town walls 
were first built in the 
second half of the 12th 
century by Richard de 
Clare, and stood the test 
of time as a secure bas¬ 
tion until the 1700s when 
they were largely dis¬ 
mantled to provide 
stonework for the con¬ 
struction of nearby prop¬ 
erties, including Old 
Hall. 

“As we’ve seen from 
the foundations, the orig¬ 
inal walls were substan¬ 
tial and formed from 
blocks of dressed stone, 
probably quarried local¬ 
ly,” Mr Millar explained. 

“They were then 
replaced by the largely 
rubble wall we have 
today. 

“Despite its perhaps 
lesser pedigree, the walls 
stand as testament to 
times past, giving 
Cowbridge a status as 
one of the few remaining 
walled towns in Wales. It 
is right and proper that 
these structures should 
be preserved and main¬ 
tained. That is what we 
are about to do,” he 
added. 


Town hall packed 
out for screening 


TRANSITION 
Cowbridge, in col¬ 
laboration with the 
Big Screen, brought 
a screening of The 
Age of Stupid to 
Cowbridge last 
week.

He said: “Transition is 
a means of bringing peo¬ 
ple together to develop a 


sustainable way of life 
for themselves, the com¬ 
munity and the planet.” 

At the end of the film, 
Atlantic College student, 
Charlie Young (17), told 
of his experience during 
the production of the 
film, which was five 
years in the making. 

He made an impas¬ 
sioned plea for its mes¬ 
sage to be heard and 
acted upon at all levels 
of society. Government, 
community and by each 
individual. 

Charlie said: “Our 
generation is at a unique 
point in history. We 
have the chance to take 
action now and to save 
ourselves; we will be 
heralded by future gen¬ 
erations who will look 
back at this time.”

S CIENCE fic¬ 
tion and 
drama have 
always gone hand 
in hand on the cine¬ 
ma screen.

human hands. 

The latest film to 
labour this point is 
Surrogates, set in an 
alternative present-day 
where humans live their 
day-to-day lives through 
their very own robotic 
‘surrogate’. 

When instances of 
humans being murdered 
at the same time as their 
surrogates crop up, FBI 
agent Tom Greer (Bruce 
Willis) and his partner 
(Radha Mitchell) are 
assigned to investigate 
them; however, when 
Greer is forced to leave 
his home and investigate 
a world he is no longer 
part of, he finds these 
murders are just the tip 
of the iceberg... 

Like most of the 
product that comes off 
Hollywood’s assembly 
line these days. 
Surrogates is based on a 
comic book series. It is 
highly likely that said 
comic book series is 
probably a thousand 
more times intelligent 
and entertaining than its 
filmic counterpart. 

Surrogates is a 
painfully dull film that,

While it takes the 
basics of the genre, and 
throws in a little dash of 
detective noir, these ele¬ 
ments don’t quite recon- 


develop within it. 


Whether this was a 
conscious decision by 
the filmmakers or not, 
it doesn’t work in the 
end product. 

While it tries to 
make salient points 
about how excessive 
use of technology can 
blunt our humanity, 
you’ll struggle to 
remember the message 
once you’ve left the 
cinema and are straight 
onto your mobile 
phone. 

VERDICT - A dull 
film that thinks it’s far 
more salient than it is. 
Surrogates is a robotic 
and pointless film that 
does little to enhance 
any of those involved. 

What could have 
been something intelli¬ 
gent and watchable, 
instead struggles for 
life under a blanket of 
cliche, predictability 
and all-round boredom. 
One to avoid.

NEWS FROM PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


FOLLOWING HARD 
FOUGHT-FOR TRAIL 
THROUGH HISTORY

URING 1993, when 
the Penarth and 
District group was 
formed, a walk was led by 
Nina and Derek Smith 
(Footpath and Countryside 
officers respectively) to 
highlight the fact that it 
was almost impossible to 
walk for any distance in 
the Vale. 

Entitled Forbidden Britain, 
they demonstrated in the 
Michaelston and Wrinstone areas 
that pathways were blocked, 
obstructed and overgrown, gates 
were encased in barbed wire and 
stiles were in need of repair. 

In April 1996, Valeways, an 
independent charity that performs 
voluntary environmental work, 
was formed and since then much 
of the Vale has been transformed 
with new gates, stiles and bridges 
being installed and pathways 
being cleared. 

As a result of their hard work 
together with other volunteers, 
the Valeways Millennium Trail 
was created that meanders 
through years of history and the 
glorious countryside of the Vale, 
from St Fagans to Peterston- 
super-Ely. 

Recently, Geraint Thomas, 
with his sheepdog Patch, recreat¬ 
ed that walk to admire some of 
the changes that had taken place, 
to point out work that needed 
doing, but also to highlight a new 
threat to that part of the country¬ 
side as a result of the Wenvoe 
Quarry applying to renew their 
application to extend the present 
quarry. 


The party of 17 walkers and 
dogs Pip and Bracken set out 
from Leckwith, climbing over 
two broken stiles to join the Pen- 
y-Tumpike Road for a short dis¬ 
tance, before circumnavigating 
the narrow path, which had been 
overgrown around the old reser¬ 
voir. 

Passing through a field con¬ 
taining pigs, they emerged onto 
the road and descended through 
fields to cross the footbridge and 
made their way towards the re¬ 
development at Home Farm. 

Reaching the Michaelston 
Lane, they moved on to the 
Salmon Leaps and sat in warm 
sunshine to enjoy a refreshment 
break. Following the pathway up 
through Cwrt yr Ala Woods to 
Wrinstone Farm, they turned 
sharply and followed the stony 
bridleway uphill stopping at a 
junction of paths ahead. 

For those walkers who were 
unfamiliar with the area, the 
leader took the time to explain 
the boundary lines of the pro¬ 
posed new quarry extension 
which will be 500 metres from 
the beautiful lakes at the Salmon 
Leaps, and half a mile from the 
quiet village of Michaelston-le- 
Pit. 

Following the bridleway back 
to the Michaelston Lane, the 
group gazed towards the distant 
shape of Garth Hill across this 
wonderful, sleepy, green valley 
which is totally unspoilt and used 
by dog-walkers, joggers, horse 
riders and walkers. 

On a positive note, the new 
quarry would create new jobs but 
on the negative side, constant 
explosions, dust, dumper trucks. 


drilling, stone-splitting and heavy 
lorries to move the stone would 
create havoc and the damage 
caused to the environment, ani¬ 
mal, plant and bird life would be 
unthinkable. 

Crossing fields to Bullcroft, 
they wandered on past the ruined 
listed building at Brynwell with 
its medieval window, stopping 
further on in a quiet meadow for 
lunch, before following the lane 
uphill to emerge back onto the 
Leckwith Road and the end of 
their journey.

A little 
^tweaking’ 
will go a 
long way 

STEVE is usually one of the first to 
arrive to set up the projection system 
ready for the talk and generally be use¬ 
ful. 

At the last meeting of the Penarth Computer 
Club, he was scheduled to give the talk on how to 
be in control of your computer. With minutes to go 
before the start, he arrived in haste having been 
delayed. Everything was ready. 

He connected his laptop to the projector - and it 
wouldn’t talk to the projector. 

Why are inanimate objects so often like that? It 
is as if they know exactly when being awkward 
would have the most effect. 

In a few minutes, Steve had wrestled his laptop 
into submission, thus proving that he, at least, was 
in control of his computer. He then proceeded to 
show everybody how to be in control of theirs. 

He showed how to customise the view of the 
desktop (the view you enjoy when starting a work¬ 
ing session). 

The first button to click on is the start button. 
Even at this first stage there are options for what 
appears next. If you do not like the menu that pops 
up on start, you can revert to an earlier classic view 
that might be more familiar and perhaps more to 
your taste. Go: start > control panel; double click 
on Taskbar and Start Menu Properties. 

Click on the Start Menu tab and you can have the 
choice between the normal start menu and the clas¬ 
sic one. 

Whichever one you prefer, if you click on the 
Customize button you will find options available. 

There are too many options to explain in detail, 
but you can experiment with them when you are in 
the mood. The other tab on the dialogue box con¬ 
cerns the Taskbar at the bottom of the screen. There 
are interesting options for that, too! 

When you right-click in any space on the desk¬ 
top a dialogue box appears. The Themes tab will 
help you select from a variety of colour schemes 
for your windows. 

The Desktop tab will let you choose the back¬ 
ground picture (or a plain colour). The Screensaver 
tab has more than a dozen options - including a 
slide show of your own pictures if you wish. 

The Appearance tab allows tweaking of all sorts 
of properties within the Windows Classic view. 

The last tab. Settings, allows changes to be made 
to the resolution. The range of options will depend 
on the capability of your monitor. 

You can adjust the settings to give the most sat¬ 
isfactory results. A lower resolution will result in 
displayed items being bigger, but consequently 
with room to show fewer items. Conversely a high 
resolution can show more items at a smaller scale. 

Customisation doesn’t stop there. Far more 
options exist. Start > Help > Customising your 
computer will open up a world of possibilities. 

The keyboard and mouse offer a wealth of 
tweaks to suit your preference. 

The mouse is a much-used tool to communicate 
with the computer and you can control the speed 
that it travels and what it looks like at start > con¬ 
trol panel; double-click on Mouse. 

You can switch the buttons left-to-right. You can 
select from 20 mouse schemes to find one that suits 
under the Pointers tab - even so far as to select 
individual icons to create your own scheme that 
you can save. 

If you wish, you can arrange to have the pointer 
move automatically to a default button in a dia¬ 
logue box to save yourself the trouble of moving it. 
This is useful for people who find difficulty in con¬ 
trolling mouse movements. 

Who needs computer games when there is so 
much fun to be had playing with customisation? 
There’s something for everyone and you are 
encouraged to play. 

You can, perhaps, turn your computing experi¬ 
ence from a chore to a pleasure. Happy tweaking.

VALE Police are issuing 
a crime prevention 
warning, following a 
rise in the number of 
bicycle thefts across the 
county. 

During the summer 
The GEM reported on 
thefts of valuable, high 
quality push bikes which 
had been stolen in 
Penarth and Dinas 
Powys. 

The police say they are 
concerned that some peo¬ 
ple have left bikes unat¬ 
tended and unlocked, 
making them an ideal tar¬ 
get for thieves. 

“Owners should 
secure their bikes and 
take responsibility for 
them and not leave them 
unlocked and insecure. 

“We have recovered a 
dozen bicycles from 
hedgerows and bushes in 
the Penarth area, particu¬ 
larly in the Marina area. 
Some of these may have 
been stolen from the 
Cardiff area. 

“If you have had a 
pushbike stolen please 
contact Penarth police 
station as we may have 


recovered it.” 

Penarth community 
peso Gareth Hillier 
explained: “The rise in 
the number of pedal 
cycle thefts has come at a 
time when the weather 
has improved and more 
people are out riding. 

“We would appeal to 
the public to keep their 
bike safe by using a lock 
which is up to the 
required standard, even if 
they are only leaving a 
bike unattended for a 
short while.
